In our last look а the Bookshelf, 
we began an overview of the 80- 
odd Doctor Who novels that have 
been published by Target Books 
in England, each an adaptation of 
one broadcast adventure of the 
Doctor. These novelizations are 
currently available in the United 
States, distributed by Lyle Stuart, 


Inc., in many science-fiction and 
comic book specialty shops, as 
well as chains such as Walden- 
books. Now, let's move on to the 


published versions of four more 
early adventures of the renegade 
Time Lord. 


DOCTOR WHO AND THE DALEK 
INVASION OF EARTH 


by Terrance Dicks 
Adapted from “The Dalek Inva- 
sion of Earth" by Terry Nation 


This adventure, the second en- 
counter with the Daleks, is also 
the last to feature Susan, the 
Doctor's granddaughter. Briefly, 
the TARDIS arrives on Earth in the 
year 2164, where the Doctor, 
lan, Barbara and Susan find that 
the evil beings have invaded and 
conquered our world. In time, the 
travelers discover thatthe Daleks 
plan to turn the Earth into a 
planetary spaceship, with the hu- 
mans as their slave labor forever. 
A small band of freedom fighters 
is battling the alien conquerors, 


and with the help of the TARDIS 
crew they are successful. Susan 
stays behind to marry one of the 
freedom fighters. 

Terrance Dicks does his usual 
workmanlike job of adapting the 
teleplay to novel form. As the 
Who-novelist with the longest and 
closest association to the series, 
Dicks has a remarkable basic un- 
derstanding of the program's pre- 
mise and of its characters. Here 
he presents the Doctor's open 
defiance of the powerful Dalek: 

The Doctor marched boldly up 
to the Dalek. “1 demand that you 
release us at once.” 

“We do not release prisoners.” 

“Indeed? And by what right do 


you take prisoners in the first 
place?" 
“We are the masters of Earth." 
The Doctor snorted disdainfully. 
“Not for long, | promise you.” 
The Dalek was both astonished 
and enraged by this defiance. 
“You will obey us or die!” 
The threat only made the Doc- 


tor more indignant. “Die? And 
who аге you to condemn us to 
death? That settles it. Whatever 
you're up to, | shall pit myself 
against you апа defeat you.” The 
Doctor folded his arms and glared 
defiantly at the Dalek. lan closed 
his eyes and held his breath, 
mentally willing the Doctor to shut 


up. He was all in favour of oppos- 
ing the Daleks, but he saw no use 
in getting themselves blasted on 
the spot. 

It's this kind of feel for dialogue 
that makes nearly all of Dicks' 
Doctor Who novels such a joy for 
the fans of the series. 


DOCTOR WHO 
AND THE ZARBI 


by Bill Strutton 
Illustrated by John Wood 
Adapted from “The Web Planet” 


Unfortunately, the same high 
praise cannot be given to this title, 
arguably the worst Doctor Who 
novel published. The list of prob- 
lems is endless — the story itself 
is one of the low-points of the 
series, dealing as it does with 
human-sized intelligent insects 
(the Zarbi аге ants, the Menop- 
ters are butterflies), and the 
TARDIS crew's efforts to aid one 
against the other (the Zarbl are 
the bad guys). But the problems 
with the book do not end there. 
Here is a sample of Strutton's 
work: 

“Fool! Silencing us will achieve 
nothing! /t is more important that 
you know of the great secrets we 
have inside our ship!” He waved 
towards Tardis. “Үои and your 
creatures dare not go inside! You 
cannot! Only we can tell you what 
it holds!" 

Suddenly he choked, cut short, 
as a Zarbi, chirruping agrily, 
thrust a gold clamp around his 
neck, 

What's wrong here? The writing 
is childish, relying on italics for 
emphasis, instead of the reader's 
own judgement. The Doctor is 
called Doctor Who consistently, 
and the TARDIS is forever used in 
lower case and without the defi- 
nite article. 

The Zarbi was one of the first 
books to be published soon after 
the broadcast of the episodes it 
adapts, and one of the first written 
by the original author, which was 
probably а mistake this time. А 
more skilled writer, used to the 
novel form, might have turned this 
story, if not into a first-rate adven- 
ture, at least into something pass- 
able. One more note, the illustra- 
tions for The Zarbi are possibly 
the worst in all the illustrated 
novels.

From the terrible to the terrific 
— this novelization shows what 
can be done when the original 
author of a story really knows how 
to write a novel, Whitaker was the 
script editor for the first season- 
and-a-half of Doctor Who, and 
here, as in his previous novel, 
Doctor Who and the Daleks (re- 
viewed in DOCTOR WHO +7), he 
reveals his excellent feelings for 
these early characters. In addi- 
tion, his story is perhaps the best 
of the pure historicals (stories with 
no science-fiction content) done 
for the program. It involves the 
conflict between Richard the 
Lion-heart and Saladin, and the 
part Richard's sister, Joanna, 
played in it. Of course, the sudden 
appearance of the Doctor, lan, 
Barbara, and Vicki, plays no little 
havoc in the affair, either, Whitaker 
gives us an excellent look at the 
way the Doctor can fit in any- 
where. . . and at a king in torment: 

я these kindly people saved 
my life and brought me һеге.” De 
Tornebu drifted off into sleep 
again. 

The King nodded and turned to 
walk back to his throne. 

“Good friends indeed. We 
thank you.” 

The Doctor bowed slightly as 
the King seated himself.

DOCTOR WHO AND THE TENTH PLANET

Another milestone in the history 
of Doctor Who — this novel ге- 
lates the first appearance of the 
Cybermen (after the Master and 
the Daleks, the Doctor's most 
persistent foes), and the first re- 
generation, as the time traveler 
changes from William Hartnell to 
Patrick Troughton. 

Gerry Davis does a fine job of 
adapting this adventure which he 
co-wrote for television — capturing 
what must have been a furious 
pace on screen. As befits a story 
in which the Doctor is said to 
have “put оп a score of years,” 
most of the severe action is han- 
died by the companions, Ben and 
Polly, all leading up to this historic 
moment:

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THE DOCTOR IS OUT? 

Michael Grade, controller of 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, has announced that Doctor 
Who will go off the air when the 
1985 season ends, not to return 
until the fall of 1986. Production 
on the series, which normally 
would resume this spring, will in- 
stead start in the spring of 1986. 
Grade has said the money nor- 
mally used to produce Doctor 
Who will instead be used to 
“develop new dramas.” As might 
be expected, this has raised a hue 
and cry among Doctor Who tans 
in Britain and around the world. 

There is speculation among 
British fans, and the British press, 
that the hiatus is a political ploy by 
the BBC. Shortly before the an- 
nouncement, the Beeb asked 
Parliament for a raise in the 
licensing fee that funds the corpo- 
ration, a request that is still pend- 
ing. (In Britain, every owner of a 
TV set pays a yearly fee to the 
government, which is used to pay 
for BBC operations.) Some feel 
that the public outcry caused by 
the Who hiatus will influence Par- 
liament in ¡ts decision on the fee 
hike. 

And outcry there has been. 
Nearly every paper in the U.K. has 
headlined the story, some with the 
words "Doctor Who Axed." The 
BBC reportedly logged 160,000 
phone calls in protest of the move 
the day it was announced. And a 
group of British rock singers 
joined with Who-stars Colin 
Baker, Nicola Bryant, and An- 
thony Ainley to record “Who 
Cares About the Doctor,” a song 
protesting the 18-month halt to the 
series. 

Here in the United States, the 
American Panatropic Club Net- 
work has alerted American fans to 
the situation, letting them know 
that their voices will count in the 
BBC's ultimate decision. For info 
on the APC Net's campaign, write 
to: APC net, 6626 Rocky Den Rd., 
Reynoldsburg, OH 43068. 

The BBC has assured everyone 
that the series will return in 1986, 
and John Nathan-Turner has 
said that he has renewed his con-

tract as producer, so the staff 
should remain essentially the 
same. Barring unknown cir- 
cumstances, Colin Baker should 
return as the Doctor. This will be 
the longest space between sea- 
sons of Doctor Who ever, beating 
out the ten-month wait between 
the 18th and 19th seasons. 


А RUMOR CONFIRMED 
Apparently, the TARDIS is no 
longer permanently our beloved 
police box. We mentioned last 
month a rumor that the Doctor re- 
pairs the chameleon circuit in the 
opening episode of “Attack of the 
Cybermen,” which aired in Britain 
in January. The story has been 
confirmed — and we're told the 
TARDIS transforms into a china 
cabinet, and an old pipe organ. In 
addition, the time-space capsule 
returns to some old stomping 
grounds: 76 Totters Lane, the ad- 
dress of the junkyard in which the 
TARDIS was first seen in “An Un- 
earthly Child,” way back in 1963. 


AND A RUMOR UNCONFIRMED 

There has been some talk on 
the fan circuit about plans by 
Lionheart TV to syndicate adven- 
tures starring William Hartnell 
and Patrick Troughton in the 
United States, perhaps very soon. 
Unfortunately, things are not that 
far along. Ray Kraft of Lionheart 
tells us that while negotiations are 
underway for the firsttwo Doctors 
to appear on U.S. television, noth- 
ing firm has been announced, not 
even to those PBS stations cur- 
rently airing the Pertwee, Tom 
Baker, and Davison episodes. 
And, as mentioned last month, 
Lionheart is unlikely to have any 
Colin Baker adventures (now air- 
ing in Britain) ready for American 
broadcast before 1987. Kraft 
urges Who fans not to bedevil 
their local stations about the Hart- 
nell, Troughton and Colin Baker 
material until Lionheart has a 
package ready to offer And when 
they do, Who Knows will let you 
know.
